WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama will 
unveil reforms to the coun¬ 
try's spying activities on Jan¬ 
uary 17, his spokesman said 
Friday, following a review of 
die N at;on a! S ecunty Agency 
(NSA). 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney said that Obama’s 
remarks next Friday would 
show the 'outcomes of the 
work that has been done on 
die review process." 

The White House said on 
Thursday that the president 
was nearing the end of Ins 
soul searching about US spy¬ 
ing reforms as he met law¬ 
makers who oversee the 
intelligence community. 

Obama met the delegation 
m Washington as paid of con¬ 
sultations with players an all 
sides of the debate on haw 
best to balance US security 
and privacy rights, fallowing 
revelations of massive spy 
agency snooping by fugitive 
contractor Edward Snowden.

Ministers respond to announcement 

of closing of Westin Resort

PALM BEACH - In early 
November of last year, the 
operators of RIU resort re¬ 
ported they reached an agree¬ 
ment with Wells Fargo Bank 
tD purchase their majority 
shares of Aruba Hotel Enter¬ 
prises, N.V, the owners of 
the property which now 
houses and runs the Westin 
Aruba Presort On Thursday, 
January 9, the new majority 
shareholders, operating under 
the name of Infinity S.L. 
along with Starwood, owners 
of the Westin franchise, in¬ 
formed employees during a 
general meeting that the hotel 
will dose its doors on Febru¬ 
ary 27, 2014. 

Aruba's Minister of 
Tourism, Transport, Primary 
Sector & Culture, Otmar Ddu- 
b er and Minister of So oral Af¬ 
fairs, Youth and Labor, Paul 
Croes, responded publicly to 
the news on Friday morning, 
as the issues raised by tins turn 
of events are directly under 
their administration. 

Minister Qduber com¬ 
mended tire new operators for 
wishing to close the resort for 
extensive renovations and 
improvements, which are ex¬ 
pected to take around one 
year. He is of the opinion the

hotel, which has been operat¬ 
ing under the Westin flag 
since December of 2006, was 
not quite up to the standards 
Aruba's tourism entities 
would prefer island resorts to 
m amtam Th e n ew op er at ors 
plan to invest 35 to 6G million 
dollars over the next year m 
bringing the resort up to spec 
It would be expected at that 
time for it to re-open under 
the RIU flag 

Principal concern far Min¬ 
ister Croes is the impact on 
the more than 4 DO employees 
of the resort, which includes 
nearly 10D working in the 
casino. A numb er of the em¬ 
ployees have worked at the 
resort, since it first opened its 
doors 35 years ago. 

During the meeting, the 
associates were informed 
they would be offered sever¬ 
ance packages, but it was the 
intention of management to 
start with a dean slate when 
reopening. 

"Tins came as a complete 
surprise to us," stated one 
employee, "we thought our 
jobs were protected under the 
new labor laws passed last 
yea - It has been a practice in 
tiie past for existing employ¬ 
ees to continue at the hotel. 


which has had a number of 
incarnations over the years 
We are quite confused about 
tins turn of events." 

It was rep ortsd that during 
the meeting, staffers were 
told they would each be of¬ 
fered severance packages, 
and were welcome to reapply 
for employment when the re¬ 
sort is about to reopen and is 
luring again They were told 
that because of their former 
association, those with satis¬ 
factory work records will re¬ 
ceive preference, however, 
this is not guarantee of em¬ 
ployment. The associates 
were also informed they were 
free to refuse the severance 


package, which would mean 
taking Aruba Hotel Enter¬ 
prises to court, and that the 
hotel was "not doing any¬ 
thing "not legal 

Minister Croes has already 
conferred with Director Kock 
of the Labor Office, and they 
are preparing to receive any 
employees who wish to chal¬ 
lenge the severance package. 
A commission is being 
formed, which will formally 
examine all the terms of an 
offer and judge on its fair¬ 
ness. They advise employees 
of the Westin to come talk to 
them if they are considering 
action, and to become fully 
versed with their rights under 


the current labor laws 

Also under consideration is 
the construction workers who 
will be employed during the 
upcoming renovations. The 
new owners report they will 
require around 400 to com¬ 
plete tiie project on schedule. 
The Minister of Labor has 
urged them to first exhaust all 
possibilities within the local 
labor market before consider¬ 
ing imp oiling wc rkers. Before 
issuing working permits, they 
would like to see an honest ef¬ 
fort to employ local help both 
m tiie construction phase and 
afterwards, when staffing the 
resort

J Demographic shifts

2. The evolution of the. in¬ 
formation economy 

Developments m digital 
technology are making it pos¬ 
sible to connect everything 
In addition, more individual 
and collective data is becom¬ 
ing available. The boundary 
between what we share vol¬ 
untarily and involuntarily is 
becoming increasingly 
blurred A drawback to this 
development is the increasing 
unreliability of information. 

3. Globalisation 

Dn the one hand, doing 
away with b orders and trade 
barriers fosters economic 
growth end cultural equaliza¬ 
tion; on the other hand, it can 
lead to a rise m nationalism 
and religious fundamental* 
ism This conflict will con¬ 
tinue to involve us far 
decades to come. 

4. New world leaders 

The economic and politi¬ 
cal stagnation m bath the 
United States and Europe sets 
the stage far new world lead¬ 
ers from Asia and South 
America. We will see coun¬ 
tries from these emerging re¬ 
gions of the world have an 
influence an politics as well 
as trade and social matters

5. A surplus of labour and 
a lack of talent

transparency. Big business 
will no longer automatically 
be regarded as the driving 
force behind social changes;

Twelve statements 

Looking at the accelerat¬ 
ing technological develop¬ 
ments, demographic trends 
and social changes on the 
horizon, w T e now would like 
to present 12 statements that 
paint a picture of Generation 
Z in the year 202D. We will 
first, lo ok at the general trends 
and then take a closer look at 
the workpl ace. 

Naturally, nobody can say 
for sure what the world will 
look like in 2020. Nat even 
Eiffel Consequently, these 
statements are not intended to 
act as any kind o f crystal b all, 
instead, they are designed to 
inspire and stimulate in order 
for us to be more prepared to 
face the future. 

Statement 1: The first 
network generation enters 
the workplace in 2020 

Generation Z is growing 
up in a world in winch net¬ 
working is the norm Hyves 
boasts nearly 10 million 
members in the Netherlands, 
and Facedook membership 
had reached half a billion 


worldwide by the time this 
went to press Hyves and 
Facebook (and nr?try other 
online network) are actually 
collections of social net¬ 
works. You are not a member 
of Fac ebook; you are a mem¬ 
ber of your networks an 
Facebook. Groups of friends, 
mutual interests and events 
are ail incentives far forming 
all sorts of networks, perma¬ 
nent and temporary alike An 
important identifying trait of 
these social networks is their 
organic structure. The num¬ 
ber of connections you have 
and how you communicate 
determines whether you are 
at the centre of a network or 
more off tD the side. Another 
trademark is haw everyone 
talks to one another without 
ever actually seeing them. 
Tins is the organic world in 
which Generation Z is grow¬ 
ing up It largely determines 
their social framework. 

Most companies are still 
organized m a hierarchical 
fashion They have an obvi¬ 
ous power structure, which is 
illustrated in the shape of a 
pyramid and unambiguous 
organizational charts. Unlike 
social networks, companies 
have clearly defined bosses, 
and clearly defined bound¬ 
aries, too

have a security fence or a 
guard stationed at the main 
entrance. Companies do 

A large group of young 
networkers will flood the 
workplace around 2020. 
These kids are not accus¬ 
tomed to thinking m terms of 
hierarchical company struc¬ 
tures or clear-cut boundaries. 
What’s more, the old work 
ethic - “work hard, do what 
the boss says, keep quiet and 
pledge allegiance to your em¬ 
ployer’' -is foreign and irrel¬ 
evant. Tins generation calls 
for a different approach, yet 
they will have to work with 
the hierarchical thinkers who 
are still part of the workforce. 

For managers in 2020, the 
challenge will be figuring out 
howto cope with tins clash of 
cultures. 

Statement 2: Generation

Everyone born prior to, 
say, 1990 was more or less

On 21 September 2D 10 
Neelie Kroes, European 
Commissioner for the Digital 
Agenda, announced that all 
EU citizens must have access 
to an ultra high speed Internet 
connection by the year 2020. 
Tli e Euro p e an Uni an will ac - 
tively work towards achiev¬ 
ing this goal The decision 
fits in seamlessly with the be¬ 
lief shared by many members 
of Generation Z the Internet 
is a basic human necessity. 
Tin s g enerati on b eh eve s that, 
the Internet is on par with 
food, clean water, housing, 
education and access to 
health care: in other wards, 
an individual cannot function 
prop erly without it 

Eased on a study that 
dates back to 2005, 51% of 
tlie respondents regard the In¬ 
ternet as an essential part of 
their live. According to a Bel¬ 
gian study involving 26,000 
youngsters, a whopping 75% 
nidicated that they “ could not 
live without the Internet.” 

Considering that Internet 
access is basically the same 
as access to social media for 
these " Digital Natives,” they 
will not accept being cut off 
from it during office hours. 
Already 24% of young peo¬ 
ple claim that they will turn 
down a job offer if they are 
not allowed to use Hyves or 
Facebook on company time. 
This percentage is expected 
to continue to nse. 

Incidentally, companies 
can make all the rales they 
like but the fact is, anyone 
with an Internet-compatible 
mobile phone can go online 
whenever they like, wherever 
they like, and log onto their 
social network of choice.

nentially As the sheer vol¬ 
ume of data multiplies, the 
ability to evaluate it will be¬ 
come more and more diffi¬ 
cult What is actually true 
anymore? What is false? 

Expectations are that the 
Internet will be such a jumble 
of ma stly inaccurate informa¬ 
tion by 2020 that trust in this 
medium ’will erode. 

Knowledge and informa¬ 
tion will primarily be sought 
within social networks or on 
w T ebsites where the veracity 
of the content has been con¬ 
firmed 

Statement^: Online rep¬ 
utation is more important 
than online visibility. 

“ Un - fri ending” was th e 
trend of the year in 2009 Un- 
£nending is the process of 
deleting superfluous online 
“friends” on social media 
sites Many youngsters had 
amassed so many “friends” 
through the various 
grap evines that it was time to 
purge their lists 

Following the break¬ 
through of the Internet, the 
object was always to j oin as 
many networks as possible 
with as many friends as pos¬ 
sible, now, however, we are 
seeing a backlash Today, the 
number of people you knaw r 
is subordinate to who you 
know. Social networking no 
longer revolves around being 
active on every single chan¬ 
nel; instead, it is all about 
b sing on a limited numb er a f 
channels in the appropriate 
way. 

We see that reputation 
trumps mass appeal on Twit¬ 
ter, too. It is not about who 
you are following, but who is 
following you. The fact that 
someone is following An¬ 
gelina Joke on Twitter is not. 
that interesting, after all, she 
has hundreds of thousands of 
followers. Eut when An¬ 
gelina Jolie follows you, then 
you are someone special On¬ 
line, you are no longer distin¬ 
guished by the number of 
friends you have but by the 
quality of your followers. 

Online quality is becom¬ 
ing more important than on¬ 
line quantity. That applies not 
only to people but also to 
companies and institutions. 
Incidentally, this need for on¬ 
line quality is all part of the 
increasing lack of reliability 
of online information, of 
course, which we observed in 
the previous statement

India asked the US Id 
withdraw an embassy official 
earlier Friday in a fresh retal¬ 
iatory measure, just as the 
row over the arrest appeared 
to have coaled

woman, Jen Psaki, sard 
"We're looking to move 
our relationship forward.

Khobragade was charged 
in a New York court on 
Thursday, but was granted 
full diplomatic immunity by 
Washington shortly before¬ 
hand, which allowed her tD 
return home She arrived 
backm New Delhi on Friday. 
No return to US 
Khobragade will not be al¬ 
lowed to return to the US un¬ 
less she surrenders to the 
court on arrival, and her

It was also possible that a 
warrant could be issued for 
her arrest now she has left die 
United States. 

Khobragade's lawyer Dan 
Arshack told AFP that she 
was p! eased to b e returning to 
India. 

"Her head is held high 
She knows she has done no 
wrong and she looks forward 
to assuring that the truth is 
known," he said. 

The expelled American 
diplomat was a 'similar rank" 5 
to Khobragade and is sus¬ 
pected of having helped the 
family of her maid travel to 
America where they were 
granted protection by prose¬ 
cutors. 

US prosecutors said that 
the family of the maid were 
evacuated from India to the 
United States because of at¬ 
tempts to intimidate them. 
Khobragade's arrest out¬ 


side her children's school and 
treatment in custody, where 
the mother-of-two said she 
was subjected t.a a cavity 
search, outraged India which 
claimed she benefited from 
diplomatic immunity. 

US prosecutors disputed 
this because she was a con¬ 
sular employee, and not a 
ranking embassy official. 

They fried charges m New 
York and accused Khobra¬ 
gade of sometimes forcing 
the maid to work 100-hour 
weeks, even when sick and 
often ’without a day off, for 
pay as little as $ 1 22 an hour 
The maid herself, 
Sangeeta FJ.chard, issued a 
statement thanking rights 
groups and US officials for 
their support.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States updated its 
travel alert Friday for the 
Sochi Winter Olympics, and 
specifically warned Ameri¬ 
can gays about stringent new 
anti-gay laws. 

Renewing appeals to all 
US citizens to "remain vigi¬ 
lant," the State Department 
said Americans "should re¬ 
main attentive regarding their 
personal security at all 
times." 

"Travelers to Sochi should 
expect increased police pres¬ 
ence and enhanced security 
measures in and around the 
Olympic venues," the travel 
alert says 

While there was no "spe¬ 
cific threat to US institutions 
or citizens," Americans 
should still "be aware of their 
p ers a n al surr oun din g s an d 
follow good security prac¬ 
tices," the document says. 


It recalls recent attacks in 
Russia, including three sui¬ 
cide bombings between Oc¬ 
tober and December m the 
city of Volgograd that had al¬ 
ready prompted a warning 
from the State Department 
for all travel ers to be careful. 

"US citizens are urged to 
remain vigilant and exercise 
good] ud gm ent and di s creti on 
when using any form of pub¬ 
lic transportation," the alert 
adds, advising visitors to tell 
family and friends about any 
travel plans. 

It also warns about a con¬ 
troversial law banning "pro¬ 
paganda of homosexuality" 
to minors, which has led 
some lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender (LGBT) ac¬ 
tivists calling for a boycott of 
the Games opening next 
month. 

"The law makes it a crime 
to promote LGBT equality m 


public, but lacks concrete 
legal definitions for key 
terms," the State Department 
said, adding it was believed to 
apply to bath Russians and 
foreigners visiting the country. 

Foreigners found guilty of 
breaking the law could face 
fines of up to 100,000 rubles 
($3,100) as well as up to 14 
days m jail and deportation. 

Concern was also voiced 
about the standards of med¬ 
ical care available in the re¬ 
gion, with sports fans urged 
to buy private medical insur¬ 
ance evacuation and repatria¬ 
tion plans.

US lawmakers 
propose key step to 
boost trade deals 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Lawmakers on Thursday 
proposed empowering US 
trade negotiators to push 
ahead major deals with Pa¬ 
cific Pam and European 
Union nations, but the move 
faces stiff apposition. 

Three key lawmakers on 
trade policy introduced a bill 
to give President Barack 
Obama "fast-track author¬ 
ity," which would allow his 
team to negotiate agree¬ 
ments that Congress could 
approve or reject -- without 
making changes. 

Supporters said the four- 
year extension of tire powers, 
which last ended in 20D7, is 
indispensable to speeding up 
trade negotiations. 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion has put a high priority 
on the 12-nation Trans-Pa¬ 
cific Partnership, seeing it as 
tying the United States more 
firmly to the dynamic Asia- 
Pacific region.

400 children on webcam 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
prosecutors susp edt an Amster¬ 
dam man abused hundreds o£ 
children, same as young as 1 2, 
by getting them to perform 
sexual acts m front of their we- 
hcams, a spokesman said Fri¬ 
day 

"The man is suspected of en¬ 
ticing minors to perform sex¬ 
ual acts in front of then 
webcams while he pretended 
to be a gn!,“ said Evert Boer- 
stra of the public prosecutor's 
office in Amsterdam. 

Police ‘retrieved images of 
around 4CIO minors from his 
computer," said Baerstra. He 
said there was no physical con¬ 
tact between the suspect and 
the children 

Details of the abuse 


emerged m what prosecutors 
called an "extensive case" 
against the 40-year-old man 
only identified as Michel S, 
before the Amsterdam district 
court. 

Michel S. was arrested m 
July 

Baerstra added so far 56 vic¬ 
tims "most of whom are be¬ 
tween 12 and 14 years old" 
have been identified. 

Five complaints have been 
lodged, he said. 

The victims are from across 
the Netherlands but authorities 
have also asked Belgian, Span- 
l sh and 1 aw eii fa rcan ait in tli e 
United States to help in the in¬ 
vestigation especially m iden¬ 
tifying Internet service 
providers. 


Hie children were bath boys 
and girls, and Michel S. used 
diverse aliases in online chat¬ 
rooms to persuade Ins victims, 
Dutch news agency ANP said 

He also threatened to put the 
images online or send than to 
the victim's fir ends and family, 
it added 

The case against Michel S 
is similar to that of a 43-year- 
old man from the town of 
Cnujknear die German border,, 
who is under investigation for 
the online abuse of some 30D 
girls, some as young as 10. 

Like ill the case of Michel 
S.„ tliat suspect "groomed" lus 
victims online, but unlike in 
the case of Michel S, he also 
allegedly had physical contact 
witli ins victims. 


Killing of boy, 4, by US troops 
frays Afghan ties further 


KABUL (AFP) - Afghan Pres¬ 
ident Hamid Karza an Friday 
condemned US troops for 
killing a four-year-old bay in 
the southern province of Hel- 
mand, in a fresh strain to trou¬ 
bled relations between 
Washington and Kabul.

Relations between Washing¬ 
ton and Kabul have been poor 
for years, and negotiations 
over the bilateral security 
agreement (BSA) have erupted 
into a long-running public dis¬ 
pute. 

Karzai made a surprise deci¬ 
sion not to sign the agreement 
prompdy despite having 
vowed to do so, leading to die 
tlireat of a complete with¬ 


drawal of NATO hoops by die 
aid of 2014. 

‘We have been calling for 
the complete end of military 
operations in residential areas 
Tins demand has not been 
taken seriously by foreign 
tr oops and the result is civilian 
casualties including women 
and children." presidential 
spokesman Anna] Faizi told 
AFP 

Addressing a regular brief¬ 
ing, US State Department 
spokeswoman Jen Psaki said: 
"Obviously we would regret 
any casualties, any loss af life 
if these reports are accurate " 

Civilian casualties have 
been one of die most sensitive 
issues of die 13-year military 
intervention in Afghanistan,

He said these employees re¬ 
cently held talks with the local 
administration and demanded 
better security and higher 
wages for health workers. 

He said the campaign would 
be launched according to 
schedule m Bara and Landi 
Kotal towns of Khyber from 
Saturday

the official added

Europe watchdog advises suspending 
'risky' osteoporosis drug 

PARIS (AFP) - A committee of 
Europe's medicines watchdog 
on Friday recommended sus¬ 
pending the use of an osteo¬ 
porosis drug, saying the risks, 
including heart attacks, out¬ 
weighed the benefits 

The drug, Protelos/Osseor, 
is prescribed for people with 
the bone-crumbling disease 
who often suffer debilitating 
fractures. 

A product of French firm 
Servier Laboratori es, the med¬ 
icine is said to make bones 
stronger and prevent breaks. 

But the PRAC risk assess¬ 
ment committee of the Euro¬ 
pean Medicines Agency 
(EMA) said the risks of serious 
heart problems, including he ail 
attacks, blood dots and 
blocked arteries, were just too 
great 

For every 1,D00 treated pa¬ 
tients, there were four addi¬ 
tional cases of seri ous he ai t 
problems and four of dotting 
among people using Prote- 
lDs/Osseor compared to those 
given a placebo or dummy 



treatment. 

Other risks include seizures 
and liver inflammation. 

As an osteoporosis treat¬ 
ment the drug has shown a 
“modest effect" -- preventing 
about five non-spinal bone 
fractures, 15 spinal fractures 
and 0 4 hip fractures per 1,000 
patients, the committee said. 

"The PRAC weighed the 
benefits of' the medicine 
against the known risks and 
concluded that the balance was 
no longer favourable, and rec¬ 
ommended Protelos/Osseor be 


suspended until there are new 
data showing a favourable bal¬ 
ance in a defined patient 
group," a statement said 

The recommendation will 
next be considered by the 
EMA's Committee for Medic¬ 
inal Products for Human Use 
for a final decision. 

Servier in a statement in¬ 
formed national health agen¬ 
cies cf Friday's announcement, 
and said it would provide fur¬ 
ther information once the 
EM A review is concluded.

Philippines bans lead after 
years-long campaign

MANILA |AFP) - The 
Philippines has 

banned the use of lead 
in a wide range of con¬ 
sumer products in¬ 
cluding toys and 
cosmetics, the govern¬ 
ment said Friday, after 
years of vocal cam¬ 
paigning by environ¬ 
mentalists. Executives 
of import, manufactur¬ 
ing, distribution or re¬ 
cycling firms that 
violate the order face 
imprisonment of up to six months under the country's 
toxic substances law, the ministry said. Environmental 
groups welcomed the ban, while urging it to ensure its 
strict enforcement. The metal is used to make batteries, 
matches, metal alloys, paint, putty, ceramics, insecti¬ 
cides and explosives, among many others. The wide¬ 
spread use of lead has caused extensive environmental 
contamination and health problems in many parts of the 
world, according to the World Health Organization. The 
poison affects multiple organs and the health burden is 
borne mostly by developing countries, even as other 
countries have reduced its use in petrol, paint, plumbing 
and solder. Between 1997 and £004, the environment de¬ 
partment issued similar chemical control orders on 
cyanide, asbestos and mercury.

Obama picks Stanley 
Fischer for Fed vice 
chair 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama Friday 
nominated former Israeli central 
bank governor and renowned 
economist Stanley Fischer as 
vice chair of the Federal Re¬ 
serve, completing a sbakeup of 
the board's leadership. 

The president also named 
former under secretary of the 
Treasury Lael Brainard to join 
the Fed board, and renominated 
current Fed governor Jerome 
Powell for a full term, setting 
up a full team for incoming 
chairwoman Janet Yellen. 

Yellen, the current vice chair, 
will take over from outgoing 
Chairman Ben Bemanke on 
February 1, after her nomina¬ 
tion was confirmed by the Sen¬ 
ate last week. 

Each of the new nominees 
will need Senate confirmation, 
and although all three are well- 
qualified and widely respected, 
congressional politics could 
end up slowing that process. 

"These three distinguished 
individuals have the proven ex¬ 
perience, judgment and deep 
knowledge ofthe finannal sys¬ 
tem to serve at the Federal Re¬ 
serve during fins important 
time for our economy," Obama 
said 

Fischer, 70 and a dual US 
and Israeli citizen, is one of the 
world's mast respected active 
monetary economists He led

Israel summons Dutch envoy 
over bank boycott 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israel 
summoned the Netherlands 1 
ambassador on Friday, ex¬ 
pressing anger at a decision by 
Dutch pension asset manager 
PGGM to divest from Israeli 
banks over settlement building 
m the West Bank 

Ambassador Caspar Veld- 
kamp was summoned "for 
clarification" over the deci¬ 
sion, file foreign ministry said 

The ministry "told file Dutch 
ambassador that the decision 
of tlie PGGM pension fimd to 
divest from Israel is unaccept¬ 
able and relies on false pre¬ 
tence," it said. 

"We expect file government 
of tiie Netherlands. . to take an 
unequivocal stance against 
such steps, which only weak 
damage to file relations be¬ 
tween Israel and the Nether¬ 
lands." 

Dutch Prime Minister Mark 
FvUtte said that PGGM l s deci¬ 
sion "was their own and has 
nothing to do with the Dutch 
government." 

"We are against a. boycott 


and agamst sanctions (against 
Israel)," he told journalists at 
lus weekly news conference m 
The Hague. "But we are 
against the settlements. * 

Dutch "companies are free 
to do business within the set¬ 
tlements, but we would not 
support that," Rutte added 
PGGM, one of the largest 
pension asset managers m file 
Netherlands, said on Wednes¬ 
day it was divesting from five 
Israeli banks because they fi¬ 
nance Jewish settlements m 
the occupied Palestinian terri¬ 
tories. 

The announcement came a 
month after a major Dutch 
water supplier ended a partner¬ 
ship with an Israeli water com¬ 
pany which supplies Israeli 
towns and Jewish settlements 
m file occupied West Bank 
"PGGM. recently decided to 
no longer invest m five Israeli 
banks," said the company, 
which manages about 153 bil¬ 
lion euros ($203 billion) in 
funds. 

"The reason for fins was 


their involvement in financing 
Israeli settlements m occupied 
Palestinian territories. 

PGGM said there was "a 
concern, as the settlements in 
the Palestinian territories are 
considered illegal under hu¬ 
manitarian law," and regarded 
by international observers as 
an "important, obstacle to a 
peace fill (two-state) solution of 
the Israel-Palestinian conflict.“ 

Senior Palestinian official 
Han an Ashrawi commended 
PGGM for "translating its cor¬ 
porate sacial responsibility 
policy into practise " 

“Steps by corporations such 
as PGGM, as well as practical 
measures that European gov¬ 
ernments have been taking, fi¬ 
nally make Israel realise that it 
is not above the law," she said 
in a statement. 

The foreign ministry state¬ 
ment came as Israel unveiled 
more than 1,300 new settler 
homes in the West Bank and 
east Jerusalem, in a move 
Palestinians said would scup¬ 
per US efforts towards reach¬ 
ing a Middle East peace deal. 


Target says data breach hit 70 
customers 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Giant 
US retailer Target said Friday 
that its recent data breach af¬ 
fected many more consumers 
and types of customer in for¬ 
mation than originally thought, 
and that the debacle hit De¬ 
cember sales. 

Target sharply lowered its 
fourth-quarter earnings out¬ 
look and said it \vas unabl e yet 
to estimate the costs related to 
file breach 

Target revealed on Decem¬ 
ber 19 its payment card data 
had been breached, affecting 
about 4 0 million customers

The stolen data included credit 
and debit card data, customer 
names and PIN (personal iden¬ 
tification data) numbers. 

But Friday Target said the 
ong oing foren si c inve shgati a n 
had revealed that hackers also 
obtained other forms of cus¬ 
tomer data, including names, 
mailing addresses, phone num¬ 
bers or email addresses for up 
to 70 million people 

“1 know that it is frustrating 
for our guests to learn that this 
information was taken and we 
are truly sorry they are having 
to endure tins," Gregg Stem- 
hafel, Target chairman, presi¬ 
dent and chief executive, said 
m a statement. 

Target said consumers 
would have "zero liability" due 
to any fraudulent charges aris¬ 
ing from the breach, it offered 
one y ear of free credit monitor¬ 
ing protect! on. 

Target is cooperating with 
an investigation led by the Jus¬ 
tice Department and Secret 
Service about file data breach. 
A group of state attorneys gen¬ 
eral have launched a parallel 
investigation aimed at protect¬ 
ing victims. 

N ew York Attorney General 
Erie Schneiderman, who has 
joined the state probe, called 
the latest Target disclosure 
"deeply troubling." 

"Consumers in New York 
and around the country expect 


and deserve companies that 
protect their personal informa¬ 
tion when they shop on their 
websites and in their stores," 
Schneiderman said sn a state¬ 
ment. 

Target also said fourth-quar¬ 
ter earnings had been hit by 
"meaningfully weaker-than- 
expecled sales" since it dis¬ 
closed die data breach. 

Target now expects fourth- 
quarter comparable store sales 
tD decline 3 5 percent from its 
prior forecast of flat sales. 

Target said earnings for its 
US segment were estimated 
for the fourth quarter at $1.3fi¬ 
ll. 3D per share, down from the 
prior guidance of $ 1.50-$ 1 60 
per share. 

The company said it may 
need to take a charge for ex¬ 
penses related to the data 
breach to cover a number of 
potential costs, including reim¬ 
bursements for credit card 
fraud, liabilities from civil liti¬ 
gation, government investiga¬ 
tions and enforcement 
proceedings. 

“These costs may have a 
material adverse effect on Tar¬ 
get's results of operations in 
fourth quarter 2013 and/or fu¬ 
ture periods," Target said 

Target shares have underper¬ 
formed the ScfeP 500 since file 
disclosure Target shares 
dropped 1.2 percent in midday 
trade Friday.

The Scot questioned 
the awarding of a free-kick that led to Sunderland's 
opening goal and a penalty, having already said it was 
"scandalous M United were not awarded a late penalty 
against Tottenham Hotspur at Old Trafford.

We are 
all fust laughing at them at the minute," Moyes said 
Tuesday. Liverpool boss Brendan Rodgers was fined

A member of the fan-owned 
club, currently die Spanish 
league leaders, has lodged a 
complaint against its president 
Sandro floseli alleging mi sap- 
prop nation of 40 million euros 
out of' the total fee paid for 
Neymar. 

Contracts shown to the 
courts by the club support 
" doubts raised m the complaint 
over the signing", public pros¬ 
ecutor Jose Perals said in a 
court filing. 

He called on the National 
Audience, Spam's highest 
criminal court, to launch a ju¬ 
dicial investigation into the 
complaint 


Barcelona has said it paid a 
total 57 million euros to sign 
Neymar Da Silva Santos Jun¬ 
ior from Brazilian club Santos 
in June, but it declined to give 
full details, citing a need for 
confidentiality. 

The complaint accuses 
F.osell of misappropriation of 
funds because members do not 
know the "real destination" of 
40 million euros supposedly 
paid to Neymar family busi¬ 
ness NlLN, according to court 
documents. 

The prosecutor said contracts 
shown to the court by die club 
oil die judge's orders contained 
conflicting details about what 
exactly the 40 million euros 
were paid for. 

The prosecutor called on the 
judge to ask soccer's governing 
body FIFA to get hold of more 
documentation related to the 
signing, including contracts 
from Santos.
